Go¬ 
ing |tertmp* three quarters of n mile 
from this place we find but a short 
distance from tie road side what is 
known us the .Moccasin Spring.

Miuke Deu at the Tsr Place near 
the loot of the mouuluiii. Who is 
there in Hillsboro that does uot 
know of the Rattle snake Deo 7 
and havn’t some of us lieeu tilled 
with a uamelesM-drepil as we cau¬ 
tiously picked our wsy through the 
labyrinth of|hiurel that leads to (be 
home of the deadly rattler. Tile 
l>eu is situated among some large 
rocks, surrounded by a litavy 
growth of laurel. No wilder, 
rougher, spot can tm found in that 
section of country. There was a 
time when the Deu was full of rat 
tie-sunk**, but of late years they 
are uot so plentiful. They still 
can tie found there, however, and 
the time to look for them is in the 
Nprlng when the weather liegms to 
warm up. Alswit the first of May 
they crawl out of the rocks, and 
stretch out where the sun will shine 
on them. Hardly a spring passes 
hut what some one goes to the Den 
to capture a rattle »uake. either for 
his hide wliilOi mokes beautiful lielts, 
or lor iIij oil which i* used for med 
Iciqul purposes.

Ru¬ 
mor say# that the weird Object, puff¬ 
ing and snorting ani blaxtug, met the 
"lergyman of the parish, wb» was 
frightened into believing that he had 
encountered the evil one. 

In America Oliver Evans, as early a* 
177*2. suggested plan# for a road car¬ 
riage that were never mad** use of. He 
obtained s petent on his idea in 1787, 
and in 1801 built a floating dredging 
machine, opera tad by the first success¬ 
ful double-acting high pressure engine 
ever made. By putting wheels iu his 
boat and oonuectiug them with his en¬ 
gine be propelled this strange craft 
oa«- and a half miles overland to the 
point of launching. 

Ttnwe early attempts at * building 
* team engines for use upon common 
highways did not develop anything of 
real service The bad coodition of 
tbe roads waa the great obstacle Thu 
trouble was augmented by the be¬ 
havior of the managers < f the turn¬ 
pikes, who wore a/raid that ihe heavy 
vehiclaa wonid injur* their road beds 
and rvaginally interfeic with tbe use 
of horses and thus out off their tolls 

Every obstruction possible wss put 
upon the roads to prevent the running 
of the eogiuee. In msny pieces they 
were piled with rough stones; oxtra 
rates of toll were charged. This state 
of affbir# continued as late as 1881, 
when steam highway traction had 
reached a much more thriving condi¬ 
tion than in Mnrdock's day#. 

When in 1802 Trethwick and Vivian 
demonstrated that it was possible to 
run steam engine* upon smooth lines 
of rails, the sttentioAif inventors was 
turned in a naw direction, and until 
1820 the great minds that so long had 
devoted their time to steam .carnages 
ware busy solving the problem of rail¬ 
way traction. Iu 1828. the railway 
erase then prevailing, the road gar 
rtage subject cam*' forward somewhat 
prominently again. 

M«metwees wers built and ran for 
profit for a short time.

The Loudon Medioal Journal com¬ 
bats the popular notion of the injnri- 
ona effects of a oold bath taken when 
one is overheated by exercise—an idea 
falsified by the experience of athlete* 
from the days of the Greeks and Ro¬ 
mans even until now, who £nd in this 
prooedure a refreahing and stimula¬ 
ting tonio after tbe exertion they have 
recently undergone. Physiologically 
speaking, too, according to this writer, 
a cold plunge or douche taken imme¬ 
diate after the physical effort, when 
tbe akin is aoting freely and there yi a 
sens* of heat throughout the body, ia 
as rational as in the experience of the 
athlete it ia beneficial —is paralleled, 
in fact, bv the tonic efiect produced 
by the oold plunge when the akin is 
actively aeoreting after a Turkish 
bath, and finds its rationale doubtless 
in stimulating the nervous system, in 
the increase ot internal circulation, 
and also in U^e renewal of activity to 
the cutaneous circulation after the 
momentary contraction of blood ves- 
sels due to tbe oold. The popular be¬ 
lief presumably rests on the injurious 
effects which may Ite induced by the 
bath in ona who does not resort to it 
immediately, but allows time for the
